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Resident will fight town 
expropriation move 


St. Albert resident Dr. Bill 
Cuts is going to fight the 
Town of St. Albert over its 
intent to expropriate the 
town’s former police office, 
as plans for downtown re- 
development forge ahead. 

Dr. Cuts claims that the 
intended expropriation of 
what used to be a police 
office at 11 St. Michael Street 
is not needed. But the town 
is adamant that it needs the 
property for a service road 
from St. Anne Street to 
Grandin Road, which is vital 
to St. Albert’s proposed 
$30,000,000 downtown rede- 
velopment. 

Mayor of St. Albert Dick 
Plain wants the vital roads 
and services put in before the 
downtown core concept gets 
nearer to reality, and says 
that with the land acquired, 


it is ‘‘not a question of 
deciding you must get 
approval on the (downtown) 
plan,’’ before it goes thr- 
ough. 

The mayor hopes that the 
service road extension, whi- 
ch will cut through the 
former police building, will 
go through before freeze up. 
The mayor says that that 
road is ‘‘laid on’’ and is not 
dependent on the public 
approval of the plan for 
downtown redevelopment. 
The town is already planning 
on setting dates for public 
input into the downtown re- 
development plan. 

Mayor Plain says that St. 
Albert made a fair offer for 
the 11 St. Michael Street 
property, built in 1954 at the 
request of a former town 
council, when existing RC- 


MP facilities were in a 
rundown condition. 

Dr. Cuts vehemently de- 
nies that a fair offer was 
made for the property, which 
is registered in his wife’s 
name. 

Dr. Cuts claimed that the 
town had just given ‘‘some- 
one else more money for less 
valuable land,’’ and this 
seems to be the point of the 
stand. 

‘I’m going to fight it,”’ 
said Dr. Cuts Monday, 
referring to the notice of 
intended expropriation from 
the town. ‘‘They have not 
proved to me that they need 
it ... why cut corners ... they 
have a road there already.’’ 

Dr. Cuts was making the 
point that the St. Anne-Gr- 
andin Road extension could

Town places stop work order

For the second time this 
year, the Town of St. Albert 
placed a stop work order on 
the construction of the new 
addition to Paul Kane High 


~ School, This latest stop work 


order came into effect at 3:30 
on Thursday, August 19, just 
four days prior to the 
completion of the project. 

Solicitors for the Town of 
St. Albert and the St. Albert 
Protestant Separate School 
District No. 6 went to court 
the following day and the 
judge ruled that the stop 
work order be lifted. 

Bob Byron, town admini- 
strator, said that council had 
held a special meeting earlier 
that week when it appeared 
that all efforts to arbitrate 
had failed due to the inability 
of parties to get together 
over the summer months. 

The arbitration relates to a 
disagreement over the stu- 
dent parking lot. Both parties 
have been locked in dispute

requires that the student 
parking lot be given a hard 
surface and the school 
district does not want the 
additional financial burden of 
providing hard top parking 
for students.

Sturgeon to go ahead 
with Namao School 


Sturgeon School Division 
#24 is determined to go 
ahead with construction of 
the Sturgeon Composite Hi- 
gh School following its meet- 
ing with Associate Deputy 
Minister of Education, Dr. S. 
Odynak, Monday morning. 

Final cost estimates were 
established with the Depart- 
ment of Education as follows 
in a release from Associate 
School Superintendent Wal- 
ter Heppler: 

Cost of Construction of 
Building - $4,141,814., Wat- 
er and Sewer System - 
$110,210., Site Development 
- $208,716., Furnishings and 
Equipment - $412,940., Land 
- $43,170. Total - $4,916,850. 

The cost of the building is 
well within the $4,950,000 
borrowing authorized by the 
electors. An additional 
$300,000 is expected to be 
required for vocational equi- 
pment but 90% of this cost or 
about $270,000 will be picked 
up by the Department of 
Education, 

In the past three weeks 
since the opening of tenders, 
the Board has cut nearly 
$600,000 out of the cost be 
deletions and revisions to the 
specifications of the project. 
The result is that the square 
foot cost of $47.67 is about 
$2.00 per square foot lower 
than the identically sized 
Fort McMurray Vocational 
High School built two years 


ago. In the view of the Board 
this is a very reasonable 
price for a school of this type 
at the present state of 
construction prices. 

It is estimated that about 
50% of the cost of the school 
will be supported by govern- 
ment grants at current 
levels. The gross burden on 
local ratepayers is expected 
to be about $300,000 a year 
in the initial years of re- 
payment beginning in 1979. 

The effective increase in 
mill rate due to the project is 
expected to be under 5 mills 
if projected increases in 
government operational gr- 
ants and school assessments 
are realized. 

A major function in reduc- 
ing the effective cost to the 
ratepayer is that tuition fees 
of approximately $215,000 a 
year in 1979 will no longer 
have to be paid to other 
school boards for educating 
Sturgeon students. 

Sturgeon electors have on 

two previous occasions in- 
dicated over 80% support for 
the project and did not 
challenge the $4,950,000 
borrowing bylaw passed by 
the School Board, and hence 
no plebiscite was required to 
be held.

Cuts says that the house on 
that property is a ‘‘good’”’ 
building. 

Dr. Cuts emphasizes that 
the town offer for his 
property is not adequate and 
jt is since this realization that 
the town has given Dr. Cuts 
notice of intent to expro- 
priate. 

What makes the whole 
thing seem like a storm in a 
teapot is that Dr. Cuts says 
there is a case where the 
town got land from him (for 
another road development) 
and then did not go through 
with road. 

But Dr. Cuts said that (in 
that case) a person had the 
right to claim the land back, 
‘‘They cancel the road and 
still hold on to the land,’” he 
stated. 

Another point that Dr. 
Cuts makes is that the road 
extension the town seeks has 
not yet been approved; 
‘‘they’d have to advertise 
that too.’” 

However, Mayor Plain 
says that unless you have the 
services, (like roads and 
sewer) for the redevelop- 
ment, plans for that re- 
development will remain 
what they are - pretty 
pictures. 

Mayor Plain confirmed 
that Dr. Cuts had seen fit to 
refuse to accept the offset 
but sees the road extension 
as a key to the whole 
downtown redevelopment. 
‘“‘We’ve got to have our road 
constructed before freeze- 
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up,”’ he said. 

If the town sorts the road 
and the 11 St. Michael Street 
problem to its satisfaction 
then the main part of the 
downtown core could get 
underway next year. 

“Then we get into the 
practical types of specific 
buildings like theatre and 
restaurant,’’ Mayor Plain 
said.

‘town issued its first stop 
work order. The two sides 
then agreed to arbitration. 
The town passed a resolution 
that if arbitration failed the 
stop work order would be re- 
issued.

Council discussed the 
situation with the town 
solicitor early last week and 
instructed him to reissue the 
stop work order. 

The council feels that

At the 
heart of the issue is the 
question of whether the 
paved student parking is a 
fair charge to educational 
funds. 

District 6 Board Chairman 
Bill Webber commented that 
it was unfortunate that the 
stop work order was issued 
only four days before the 
completion of the school 
addition especially in view of 
the proximity of the new 
school year. He said that the 
board will comply with 
whatever the court rules over 
this dispute even though the 
cost of a paved parking lot 
would be unsupported. 
_This means that the 
district taxpayer will have to 
pay the total cost with no 
support from the Province if 
the decision goes against the 
school district.

Cutting costs in the cities

Every government likes 
to spend. None wants the 
blame for raising taxes 
But there's only one tax- 
paver. Look in the mirror 


The more remote the 
government, the more it 
spends. So when Ottawa. 
which set the pace for the 
present inflationary spend- 
ing, tries to economize. 
it must cut down on its 
cost-sharing with the pro- 
vinces. At their level, the 
provinces must do the 
same. The pressure is then 
on the municipalities, 
where the taxes start. 


Forced to economize. 
Canadian municipalities 
may be interested in 
methods adopted by some 
of their counterparts south 
of the border. 


Phoenix, riz., uses 
general building inspectors 
in place of the conven- 
tional mix of inspectors 
specializing in each ttade. 
Savings in the first five 
years: $4.5 million. The 
same city cut garbage 
collection costs sharply by 
introducing special trucks, 
with power lifts, to reduce 
crew sizes from three to 
one. 


Several communities 
have combined their own 
police and fire depart- 
ments into one public 
safety department, with 
fire and police personnel 
trained to perform both 
functions. In Brown Deer, 
Wis.. all newly employed 
police officers are trained 
as auxiliary firefighters. 


Police cars are equipped 

with fire-fighting appa- 

ratus so that. officers 

responding to fire calls can 

take preliminary action. 
eee 


Scottsdale, Ariz., uses 
some city employees as 
auxiliary firefighters. Fully 
trained in fire fighting. 
they carry radios so they 
can be alerted in an emer- 
gency. They’re paid only 
for time actually spent on 
duty. Average cost: $149 
per month extra, com- 
pared to $1,000 per month 
for full-time firemen. 


In Canada’s free lunch 
department, the regional 
municipality of Durham. 
Ont.. made an interesting 
discovery. Last April, 
welfare cheques for all 
employable recipients 
were held for personal 
collection at their nearest 
office instead of being 
mailed. At the end of the 
first day, 72 cheques re- 
mained. Five days later, 
52 were still there. None 
of the 52 recipients had 
called in or complained. 


After two months of the 
Durham experiment, be- 
tween 15 and 20 cases are 
being closed each pay day, 
at a saving of $1,500 -- 
$2,000 every two weeks.

Centre offers assistance to ra 


A previous article in the 
Gazette discussed the back- 
ground and development of 
the Rape Crisis Centre of 
Edmonton. This article will 
outline the purposes of the 
organization and the services 
that it offers. 

A list of aims drawn up by 
the organizers of the centre 
was provided the Gazette by 
Miriam Watson, executive 
chairperson. The list in- 
cludes: (1) To provide a 
meeting place for the society, 
(The committee proposes to 
use an agency already ser- 
ving women’s needs), (2) To 
co-ordinate a strong core of 
well trained volunteers, (3) 
To co-ordinate existing ser- 
vices, (4) To serve as a 24 
hour crisis centre for victims 
of rape and sexual assault, 
(5) To promote and provide 
public education on the topic 
of rape and its prevention, 
(6) To serve as a resource to 
community groups interested 
in working for social change 
with regard to rape, (7) To 
work in co-operation with 
government, provincial and 
national bodies, and (8) 
Research. 

The services offered by the 
Centre include: a 24 hour 
telephone service, seven 
days a week, an accompan- 
iment service (if desired by 
the victim, to provide the 
company of a trained woman 
volunteer while the victim 
goes through police, medi- 
cal, and legal procedures), 
emotional support (for wom- 
en who contact the centre 
seeking help with unresolved 
feelings due to rape; support 
would also be available to 
family and friends), referral 
(to provide information that 
would facilitate the victims 
action in the use of com- 
munity resources such as 
police, medical, counselling, 
legal), public education (to 
make the public aware of the 
rape crisis service; to pre- 
pare and circulate pamphlets 
on all aspects of the problem 
of rape and sexual assault; to 
provide speakers through a 
speakers bureau), to serve as 
a community activity. 

Many goals are combined 
under the heading, ‘Comm- 
unity Activity’: (1) To act as a 
catalyst for the organization 
of community groups inter- 
ested in rape issues, (2) To 
promote the availability of 
female officers on the Police

Morality Squad, (3) To en- 
courage all city hospitals to 
be available for medical 
examination of rape victims, 
(4) To be a resource to 
agencies and institutions 
directly or indirectly involved 
with rape, (5) To study and 
encourage research on the 
subject, and (6) To encour- 
age the development of self- 
help groups for rape victims 
and their concerned relatives 
and friends. 

The Rape Crisis Centre of 
Edmonton has set up three 
committees to follow up 


various goals and purposes 
as Stated above. The Edu- 
cational and Prevention Co- 
mmittee has plans for in- 
formational brochures and 
was involved in a workshop 
held in January in co- 
operation with the University 
Extension Department and 
the School of Social Welfare. 
It utilized the students of the 
University drama depart- 
ment and their ‘‘Catalyst 
Theatre.’’ Several television 
appearances have involved 
members of this committee, 
one of whom is with the City 


Police Department. 

The Research Committee 
is presently investigating 
prosecution through civil 
suit, has assisted in the 
writing of an informational 
booklet for volunteers and is 
working towards the setting 
up of a library on the subject 
of rape. 

The Public Relations, 
Publicity and Speakers Bur- 
eau Committee has been 
kept busy with interviews on 
local radio and television 
stations, and the local news- 
papers. Requests for speak- 


ers continue and are filled by 
members of the committee as 
well as Board members when 
needed. 

The Rape Crisis Centre is 
assisted in its work by many 
other agencies in the Ed- 
monton area as well as in the 
city itself. This assistance 
has taken the form of staff 
involvement, voluntary time, 
expertise, providing a meet- 
ing place, help in mailing 
materials and expenses, cl- 
erical time, coffee supplies, 
moral support or advice. 

Many women today are not 


pe victims 


aware of the seriousness of 
the problem of rape and 
sexual assault. Through the 
programs of the Rape Crisis 
Centre it is hoped that the 
unaware will be conscious of 
the problem and the victims 
will know where to find help 
and support. 

It is every woman's (and 
man’s) responsibility to find 
out the facts concerning 
rape, so that when faced with 
such a situation, either 
directly or indirectly, she (or 
he) will know how to handle 
it effectively.

Oh they said it would be a ‘‘modest”’ facility! - But - the 
mayor and the four councillors mak' the move - repeated 
one after another that the best thing about the highway site 
was Its potential for EXPANSION. In other words a large 
complex will eventually occupy a site which the people 
strongly opposed 


The reason given for the decision was that the St. Albert 
High site presented an access problem - ‘It’s as simple as 
that,’’ said the mayor. 


However even two of his councillors were opposed to the 
arena plus other facilities on the oblate site. Councillors 
Smith and Throndson both registered their opposition after 
returning from their vacations. 


The situation now, as far as the arena is concerned, is chat if 
council doesn’t get its way this time another whole year will 
be lost before a second arena is completed. 


Council knows it has the people on the horns of a dilemma 
this time, which may be why they took all this time after the 
January plebiscite before choosing a site. 


At a time when people all over this continent are pressing 
for more and better use of school sites as year around 
community centres, most members of St. Albert town 
council appear to have a near hostile attitude to school 
beards and school-community recreation plans. 


It is sincerely to be hoped that no youngsters are injured or 
killed using highway two to reach the complex or that the 
money invested is not wasted because people do not use It to

A new organization called Harmony has been set up in 
Britain to deal wit1 the problem of mixed-race families. It 
chiefly is concerned with couples who have quietly crossed 
the race barrier by inter-marriage or by adopting a colored 
child. 


Founder and secretary of Harmony is Carole Kayira, a 
white woman who married an African and has four children 
by him. 


“Ten yeais ago children of mixed marriages were made to 
feel uncomfortable,’’ Mrs. Kayira said. ‘‘Now nobody looks 
twice at them and in another 10 years time I think they will 
be envied. 


‘‘We now are a multi-racial society, and in Harmony we 
have a nationwide organization that can cope with the small 
problems which arise in mixed-race families.

I didn’t know what to do about 
my daughter’s hair until I met a West Indian mother who 
showed me some good styles.”’ 


In 
actual fact, they are often better adjusted than other 
children. They have a choice of cultures, they learn to be 
more tolerant and, because they have to be prepared to 


meet prejudice, they and their parents are often more open 
with each other.

There is no 
charge for busing kindergar- 
tén children to and from 
school since the government 
provides $1.20 per child for 
transportation costs which is 
sufficient to meet the cost.

method we find out who has 
the problem. The problem 
that belongs to the child 
should be solved by him. The 
adult role in that situation is 
to listen to him and en- 
courage him to accept his 
feelings and come to a 
solution. P.E.T. also teaches 
the importance of parents 
expressing their own true 
feelings about situations to 
the children. When a parent 
has a problem - i.e. when 
something happens that is 
unacceptable to the parent, 
whether its a messy kitchen 
or 5 p.m. noise level - she (or 
he) is taught to say exactly 
., how she (or he) feels about it, 
whether it is anger, frus- 
tration, being tired or sad. 

If the children are jumping 
around in the back seat they 
don’t feel they have a 
problem. The driver does. 
The usual responses - You sit 
down and be quiet, Don’t 
jump .in the car - are 
inaccurate as it is ineffective, 
they are you-messages. 

P.E.T. teaches (1) - mess- 
ages, like ‘‘When you jump 
in the car I worry that if we 
stop short you could go 
through the windshield.’’ 
This kind of statement of 
your feelings gives the pro- 
blem back to the children so 
they can modify their be- 
haviour. Remember the un- 
derlying premise that kids 
want to get along with you if 
.you let them.

(c) There will not be a school bus service to the following schools but an annual bus pass 
for public transportation may be purchased for $30 (or less if the family rate applies) 
per student: 


(1) Victoria Composite High School (High School Vocational Program and Trades and 
Services Programs). 

(2) McKay Avenue School and H. A. Gray School (Pre-Vocational Program). 

(3) McCauley School (Basic English Program). 


Students enrolled in the above city schools should make application for bus passes 


through Mr. W. D. Thomas, Supervisor of Education, in District Office [Telephone 
458-2060] after August 23, 1976. 


10. District Students who attend Edmonton Schools without Board Sponsorship may 
also apply for a public bus pass through Mr. W. D. Thomas in District Office after 
August 23, 1976, but will be required to pay the difference between the cost of a bus 


pass for one school year and the ‘‘per pupil’’ transportation grant received by the 
School Board from the Department of Education.

Textbooks and related instructional materials are available to students through an 
Instructional Materials Rental Plan. The rental fees charged per student are as follows: 


Division 1 (Grades 1 - 3): ‘$ 8.25 
Division 11 (Grades 4 - 6): $10.50 
Division 111 (Grades 7 - 9): $15.00 

Division 1V (Grades 10 - 12) $20.00 


Instructional materials will be issued on proof of payment of fees. 


Students who have not paid for damaged books or who have not replaced lost books from 
the previous school term will NOT be permitted to use the Instructional Materials Rental 
Plan until settlement is made. POSTDATED CHEQUES ARE NOT ACCEPTABLE. 
Cheques should be made payable to the school attended. 


OTHER SCHOOL FEES 


Each school will provide students and parents with information concerning other school 
fees and expenses. 


BUSING 


The Board will operate a busing system for the 1976-77 school year with a yearly charge 
of $30.00 for the first student in a family, $20.00 for the second student in a family, 
$10.00 for the third student in a family, and no charge for other students in the same 
family, subject to the following condition: 


‘*When a student is moved out of his normal attendance area the yearly fare may be 
waived at the discretion of the Superintendent.”’ 


Under the new policy all parents have the option of paying for school busing service or 
providing their own transportation, and eligibility based on the distance from home to 


school no longer applies. Students who use the bus may remain at school during the 
lunch period. 


The extent of busing service under this new policy will depend largely upon the number 
of students who make application for bus passes, and for this reason it is requested that 
applications be submitted to the Secretary-Treasurer as soon as possible. The 
appropriate annual fare must be paid by September 30, 1976. Fares will be waived only 
if students in regular programs are transferred from a neighbourhood school which is a 


reasonable walking distance from their residences to a school beyond reasonable 
walking distance. : 


It is anticipated that bus routes in the 1976-77 school year will not vary greatly from 
existing routes unless a substantial number of applicants justify the extension of service 
to other areas. In any event, it will not be possible to establish routes for short distances 
or to provide a door-to-door bus service. Within the limits of practicality, however, bus 
stops will be arranged to meet the convenience of the majority of the students. 


Tentative Bus Schedules will be available at the school on registration day. 


Bus fees must be paid by SEPTEMBER 30, 1976, until that date a Temporary Bus Pass 


will be issued to those students who have applied for a bus pass but who have not paid 
their fee. 


Bus application forms and information sheets are available at each school.

Feathers fly as public 
berate “gravel” damage 


Villenedve area gravel 
study planners, gravel op- 
erators and to some extent 
the MD of Sturgeon all took a 
wrap across the knuckles for 
the negative impact of gravel 
works near Villeneuve last 
Thursday night. 

About 40 area residents 
took the chance to air their 
views about bad roads, agri- 
cultural land being taken out 
of use, and other related 
topics at a public meeting in 
the Sturgeon Heights school. 

Confronting each other 
were Alberta Environment, 
chief of the Villeneuve area 
gravel study G. R. Shelley, 
and the public. 

The study involves the 
existing land uses, environ- 
mental impact of operations, 
impact on lifestyle and re- 
clamation policies and should: 


be complete by January 1, 
1977. 

It did not take long for the 
feathers to fly once the public 
were given their chance for 
input, 

‘‘What bugs ’em (resi- 
dents) most? asked one area 
resident, ‘‘Everyone will say 
roads - there’s no end to the 
abuse those roads take,’’ he 
continued. 

“They were built for hor- 
ses and buggies and yet they 


-(the gravel opétators) are 


hauling 72,000 Ibs.,’’ the 
resident said. 

He suggested that if heavy 
industry was planned for an 
area ‘‘then get the roads in, 
don’t do it in reverse.”’ 

‘*Many acar’s broke be- 
cause of the roads,’’ a lady 
resident chimed. 

Bob Valleau of Alberta 


Calahoo meeting to 


discuss roads, land use 


and gravel study 


Recently a notification was 
sent out to property owners 
in the Calahoo area re- 
garding a gravel study pre- 
sently underway by the De- 
partment of Environment 
and the development of 
gravel deposits in the Cala- 
hoo district.

Environment was caught sli- 
ghtly napping by one local 
resident. Mr. Valleau app- 
eared caught between two 
fences, suggesting that the 
gravel was there and should 
be taken out, but that 
residents had a say in their 
own destiny. 

‘‘If someone does put a 
gravel (operation) in your 
backyard, you’re forced to 
sell and suffer severe econ- 
omic loss,’’ said the resident. 
“I do not thigk we do control 
our own destiny.”’ 

Another resident echoed 
the sentiment saying that 
Mr. Valleau had just told 
them they didn’t have to 
have (the land) developed, 
‘if we didn’t want it.’’ 

Mr. Valleau stuck to his 
guns saying that residents 
did have a voice, which 


‘ brought a loud, “‘That’s all 


we ever had, just a voice,’’ 
from the floor. nae 

Later representatives of 
the MD of Sturgeon pointed 
out that there were strict 
guidelines for gravel opera- 
tors to follow, as far as 
development permits were 
concerned and with reclama- 
tion. 

Also, residents were told 
there was always the route of 
public hearing, if they ieally 
wanted to make a point. 


HAVE GRAVEL COMPAN- 
IES WORN OUT THEIR 
WELCOME? 


Another resident wanted 
to know if the gravel com- 
panies had worn out their 
welcome in other parts and 
had begun to ‘‘use Vill- 
eneuve as a light touch.”’ 

Was it more commercially 
viable to ravage land near 
Villeneuve, the resident ask- 
ed. 

A spokesman for Alberta 
Concrete at the meeting said, 
‘*We arrived in Wabamun 
and that is depleted. Vill- 
eneuve was the next best 
economic area for us.”’ 

Development officer for 
the MD Gary Brownlee had 
some words of consolation 
for residents concerned ab- 


‘out the continuous bad state 


of roads in the locality. 

He cited what amount to 
regulations that gravel op- 
erators are not allowed to go 
into the Villeneuve gravel 
area, unless they agree to 
build paved roads to 80,000 
Ibs: stress, one to three miles 
from their operation. 

Twin Bridges Gravel, Al- 
berta Concrete and Rexdale 
are among the companies 
affected by this ruling. 


MD’S CONCERN OVER 
ROADS 


Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
said the MD would like to see 
the terms of the study 
broadened because future 
gravel operations gave conc- 
ern to the MD and the 
travelling public. He said 
that the MD did not get a lot 
of taxes out of gravel 
operations and there was no 
legislation on getting that 
money on a royalty basis.

Opening of Villeneuve 
airport delayed 


Bad weather has delayed 
the interim opening of the 
Villeneuve Airport. 

Transport Canada were 
hoping to have the airport 
opened on an interim basis 
by August 31; but as a 
Transport Canada spokes- 
man Bill Amolky put it, ‘‘this 
wet weather does not seem to 
want to let up.” 

If and when the airport 
opens it will take the light 
aircraft movement stress off 
the Edmonton International 
and Municipal Airports. 

But Mr. Amolky said only 
six aircraft from three flying 
clubs will be sllowed to use 
the airport before it is 
commissioned in October. 

Presently, crews are in- 
stalling lights on and mark- 
ing the runway, but thev are 
being hard-pressed by con- 
tinuous wet weather. 

Mr. Amolky stresses that 
when the airport opens on an 
interim basis, no (outside) 
licensed pilots will be allow- 
ed to use it, only the flying 
instructors with the three 
flying clubs. 

All the facilities at the 


Vifeneuve satellite are ready 
to go, but they won’t be 
occupied by staff till early 
October. 

Once the lighting system is 


finished the airport will be 
open during the interim 
petiod for visual night flying 
and can take aircraft up to 
the 12,000 pound limit.

Alberta breeders benefit at 
Hereford conference 


One of the most visible 
results of the Alberta tours 
held July 3 to 7 for inter- 
national visitors following 
the 7th World Hereford Con- 
ference in Banff was the 
participation in the displays 
of Hereford cattle by the 
smaller Alberta breeders. 

George Templeton, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Hereford 
Association which organized 
the province-wide events, 
noted that Hereford breeders 
for the smallest operations 
up and from all parts of 
Alberta displayed their cattle 
to approximately 400 inter- 
national visitors.

Pipe Farms, Okotoks, one of 
the major tour stops, remar- 
ked that many of the visitors 
have commented on how well 
the Alberta Hereford bree- 
ders have worked together to 
organize the tours in light of 
the fact that they are all in 
competition. Don Fraser, 
Hussar; Hugh and Roy Mc- 
Pherson, Black Diamond; 
and Hugh McLaughlin and 
H. R. Metzler of Pincher 
Creek, brought their cattle to 


the Bar Pipe Farms for this 
tour stop. In total, 200 head 
including cows, calves and 
bulls were viewed by more 
than 1,300 visitors.

Protest will add to inflation problems 


Unifarm President Dobson 
Lea said recently that Cana- 
dian labour unions have 
already made their opposi- 
tion to price and wage 
controls very clear and the 
national one-day work stop- 
page on October 14, will do 
little more than add fuel to 
the inflationary fire. 

The heavy cost to the 
country in lost goods and 
services if the Canadian 
Labour Congress’ 2.2 million 
members and affiliates sup- 
port the walkout, is too high 
a price to pay to emphasize 


poSe 


Labour’s dissatisfaction with 
the anti-inflation program, 
Mr. Lea said. 

Farm people are reeling 
from the effects of rampant 
inflatin and many of their 
problems are compounded 
by increased labour costs, 
gained without correspon- 
ding increases in production, 
that push farm input costs 
higher and higher while farm 
produce prices remain at 
low, static levels. 

Effect of inflation on far- 
mers is far more serious than 
the loss of a few dollars’ 
purchasing power from a 
weekly pay envelope, Mr. 
Lea said. Many farmers, 
particularly those in the cow- 


calf business, have been 
forced to the brink of bank- 
ruptcy and are faced with the 
very real prospect of losing 
everything they have acc- 
umulated in a life-time of 
work. 

Farmers don’t dispute 
workers’ right to fair wages, 
the Unifarm president said, 
but pointed out that farmers 
are forced to produce at peak 
efficiency to even survive 
under present circumstan- 
ces. Labour, he saic, should 
also accept the fact that 
increased productivity is 
generally accepted as the 
only solution to inflation and 
base its demands on that 
premise,

Hay losses costly 


Although the recent heavy 
rains over much of Alberta 
have greatly improved pas- 
tures and the forage crop 
outlook, they have seriously 
deteriorated the quality of a 
large portion of forage crops 
already harvested. 

Alberta Agriculture’s for- 
age crops specialist, Larry 
Gareau, says that reports 
from the southern part of the 
province, particularly in the 
Lethbridge-Pincher Creek 
area, indicate that as much 
as SO percent of the hay has 
been damaged through heat- 
ing either in the window, in 
bale stooks or even in stacks. 
One official estimates the 
loss to be between 200,000 
and 300,000 tons from 
heating alone. 

‘‘With cattle production 
costs soaring and prices 
remaining at a low level, 
losses of this magnitude are 
extremely tragic,’’ Mr. Gar- 
eau says. ‘‘In fact, the 
present situation underlines 
the tremendous importance 
of storing hay under rain- 
proof structures. This year 
money invested in a hay shed 
would have paid for itself 
many times over, providing 
the hay was stored in the 
shed and not left to spoil in 
the field, in bale stooks or in 
poorly constructed bale sta- 
Oks; i; 


With prospects for an ex- 
cellent grain crop, there 
should be ample supplies of 
straw to provide fodder for 
Alberta’s cattle herds this 
winter, but it is important to 
remember that straw is not a 
substitute for good hay. 

The fact that there will be 
plenty of it around this fall 
does not make the loss of so 
much good quality hay 
through mismanagement any 
less serious. ‘‘Forage,’’ says 
Mr. Gareau, ‘‘is one of the 
most valuable crops produ- 
ced in Alberta, and it is about 
time that we gave it the 
management it deserves.’’
